The auriouncemert wade by His Excelloncy. 
the Acting Governor in his sperch at the 
Central. Sehuol on Wednesday with regard 
to the opening of the new building for that 
inetitution will have beon read with peneral 
satisfar'ion, ‘The structiae, which ts to be 
called Vietoria College, is now progressing 
apacv,.and Mr, Marsw expressed the bope 
that the scholars might after their next year's 
holidays reassemble jn it. Of course, as the 
Acttna Governor reminded bis henrers, 
there are nlways many things, such as fit 
tings und interior arrangements, that are 
sometimes found incomplete after a build- 
ing ig supposed to be finished, and this 
is pspetially the case in’ large ’ public; 
instiqution which ig still in procces of de- 
velopment, Butin any case it will be. very 
gratifying to the bardworkiag Head Mister, 
Mr. Waren, and all bis assistants if they 
‘are able to remove‘ into tha new College 
before the hot. weather comea in 1888. It 
nivet he confessed. that the institution bas 
waited long enough for emancipation from 
tho confined and unhealthy babitation in 
Qough-street, while the musters bave been 
much handicapped in their work of tuition 
by the want of propor class rooma and the 
crowding of the boys, to “say nothing of 
the nuisance caused by the bubbub going on 
outside in the streots of the densely crowded 
neighbourlood, When the new Collego is 
rendy for occupation these troubles and im- 
pediments will disappear, the work of tuition 
will go on amoothly, and tue institution will 
be able to admit a great number of additional 
pupile. For years past the management have 
been compelled to reatrict tha number of ad. 
missions, much to the regret of the past and 
presont Hond Master, - It ia now twelve years
